City Hall Conference Called by Upland 
Council With “Downtown” Committee 


To discuss the proposed city hall 
situation, the Upland city council 
last night scheduled a conference 
with a committee of interested cit- 
izens. The conferen:> will be held 
in the city hall cha: bers Tvestay 
night. Walter Alin is chairman 
of the committee representing a 
group interested in getting the 
municipal building placed in the 
100 block on Second avenue. 

Mr. Allen and his group had 
tentatively planned to be at the 


meeting’ last night, but were not} 


present. It was suggested that 
definite arrangements for a meet- 
ing be made go that plans relative 
to the municipal structure could 
be discussed, 

The citizens group headded by 
Mr. Allen recently met and stud- 
ied a sketch of a proposed city 
hall, designed for the site now oc- 
cupied by the police station and 
adjoining buiudings. The sketch 
was drawn by city officials as a 


' basis for consideration. 

Construction of a city hall has 
been discussed at intervals for sev- 
eral years. Sum of nearly $40,- 
000 has been set aside by the coun- 
cil for the building. One of the 
principal questions now is where 
the seructure is to be placed. It 
is expected the Tuesday confer- 
ence may result in the outlining 
of a definite building program. 

V. H. Wilson, city councilman, 
suggested that the city hall situa- 
tion be settled as soon as possible 
so that Upland will be ready to 
obtain any federal appropriation 
if any building money is made 
available. It was algo pointed out 
that the city already has a PWA 
project filed for the city hall at 
the D street location. If the pro- 
ject at that location should get 
PWA approval, a confusing situa- 
tion under the circumstances 
might result.

An appeal “that voters give ser- 
ious consideration before they drop 
the sales tax” was voiced by Mr. 
Green, who reported that during 
1937 the sales tax brought $93,000,- 
000 in revenue to the state. This 


was 53 per cent of the total re-| 


ceived by the general fund, all 
other state revenue making up the 
47 per cent. Most of the money 
j from the sales tax is paid as the 
state’s share in maintaining the 
public schools. 

The sales tax was termed equit- 
able. Mr. Green pointed out that 
i Se tax is collected by 180,000 
stores as sales are made to the 
| general public, 


Tn addition to handling the sales 
tax work, another important func- 
\tion of the board is administration 
| and enforcement of the liquor con- 
i trol act. Mr. Green pointed out 
that enforcement of this act should 
jnot be only up to the police of- 
| ficers, He pointed out that the 
; general public had the right to 
j make any complaints on any liquor 
establishment. All such com- 
plaints, he explained, would be 
considered by an examiner from 
the board. 

Half e dozen other taxes are col- 
lected by the board, the total in- 
come being $397,000,000 annually, 
according to Mr. Green, 

Expenses of the board are 1% 
cents on each dollar collected, the 
speaker said, terming this a very 
small cost.
